" Improvements in hospital beds* 




We, AOME BBDSTBAD OoWAUTT LlRirttflD, 

of MeEvoy Street, Alexandria, near Sydney, 
3STew South Wales, Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia, Bedstead Manufacturers, hereby 
5 declare tide invention and the manner in 
which it is to be performed, to be fully 
described and ascertained in and by the 
following statement: — 

This invention relates to hospital beds and 
10 its object is to provide improved means for 
the elovation of the bed at one end thereof, 
whereby tho bed may be readily moved from 
one stationary position thereof to any other 
desired stationary position thereof, the 
15 stationary positions of the bedstead being 
effectuated by operating the said elevating 
means to lower tho standards of the bad- 
stead to floor lovel, assuming that the bad- 
stead is to lie in a horizontal position in 
20 relation to said floor level. 

Referring to the accompanying drawings, 
Fig, 1 is a perspective view of the elevat- 
ing and lowering means attached to a 
bedstead; 

25 Fig. 9 is a sectional detail elevation view; 
and 

Fig. 3 is a sectional plan on line 3 — 3, 
Pig.2- 



At one end of tho bedstead 1, and posi- 
tioned preferably medially of the two end 
vertical standards 2 and 3 thereof and 
affixed to the horizontal members 4 and 5 
of the bed, is a vertically disposed member 5 
6 into which is adapted to telescope an 
elevating post 7 which may be provided with 
oppositely disposed arms, carrying castor 
wheels 8 or the like. 

Associated with the member € and fixed 10 
to the horizontal members 5 is a bracket 
9 to which is pivo tally connected a weighted 
pawl ot bolt 10. Such pawl or bolt 10 is 
constructed to enable one end thereof to fit 
and pass through an opening 11 in the 15 
member 6; the said end of the bolt 10 after 
passing through tho opening 11 is adapted 
to engago with a shrouded tooth rack 12 on 
one side of the elevating post 7. 

The member 6 and the post 7 are so con- 20 
structed that when the post 7 is assembled' 
in tho member 9^ tho post 7 will be pre- 
vented from rotating in the member 6 ; such 
construction ensures that the tooth rack 12 
and the pawl or bolt 10 will be kept in 25 
alignment. For such purpose the member 
6 may bo of rectangular formation. The 
design of the teeth of the rack 12 is such 
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that when weight is i>lacod on tlio post 7 
and the telescopic ineinbor 6, the pawj or bolt 
10 will become automatically lock engagod 
with thft rack 12. Ou the other hand, when 
5 tlio pawl or hold 10 is manually released 
from engagement with any one pf the tcoth 
of tlio rack 18 tho member 6 with the bed- 
stead 1 may be lowered to desired position- 
In operation to elevate the bed 1 the end 

10 thereof at which the castors 8 or the like are 
located, is lifted to the desired height, tho 
pawl or bolt 10 automatically riding. over 
the teeth of the rack 13 and being adapted to 
engage with any desired tooth of the said 

15 rack- To lower the* bed 1 it is only neces- 
sary to manually tilt tho pawl or bolt 10 
from engagement with any ono of the teeth 
of the rack 12 when the member 0 will siido 
downwardly in relation to tho posv 7 and 

20 the bed 1 with its supporting standards 2 
and S will consequently be lowered to floor 
position. 

Ilaving now fully described and ascer- 
tained our said invention and the manner 
25 in which it is to bo performed, we declare 
that what we claim is : — 

1. A hospital bed having at one end there- 
of means for elevating or lowering tho sup- 
porting standards thereof at such end, such 
30 means comprising a hollow member affixed 
to said end of the bedstead between the said 
atandardn and having an opening therein,

a telescopic post with tenth 11911-rotatably 
mounted m said member and having castor 
feet, und a bolt pivotnlly supported on said 
end of the bedstead and passing through the 
opening in snid member and adapted to 5 
ride over said teeth and to become lock 
engaged with 0110 of said teeth when the 
paid end of w the bed is being elevated the 
said bolt being also adapted to bo manually 
tipped from engagement with any of said 10 
teeth when the said end of the bed is to be 
lowered. 

2. A hospital bed according to Claim 1, 
in which the hollow member is of rectangu- 
lar formation to enable the telescope post 15 
to be alidably and non-rotatably mounted 
therein. 

8. A hospital bed according to either of 
the preceding claims, in which the bolt is 
'weighted and is pivotally secured to a 20 
bracket Affiled to the end of the bedstead 
which is to be raised or lowered.
